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Cotton  Varieties  Planted,  United  States 
'  1967-1971 

Estimates  of  the  percentages  of  the  various  varieties  of  cotton  planted  in  the  United  States  in 
1971,  by  counties.  Smith— Doxey  cotton  classing  office  territories  and  states  are  presented  in  this 
report.  Comparative  variety  data  for  the  four  years  1967-1970  are  shown  by  states.  The  variety 
data  presented  herein  are  based  primarily  on  estimates  furnished  by  cotton  glnners  for  the  terri¬ 
tories  served  by  their  gins.  Supplemental  information  Is  obtained  from  others  closely  related  with 
cotton  farming  In  their  respective  areas,  such  as  seed  breeders,  seed  dealers,  farmers  and  county 
agents.  These  estimates  should  serve  as  reliable  guides  as  to  the  geographic  distribution  of  vari¬ 
ous  varieties  grown  throughout  the  Cotton  Belt. 

Pour  general  varieties  account  for  over  two-thirds  of  the  cotton  acreage  planted  In  the  United 
States  this  season.  These  varieties,  in  order  of  their  relative  Importance,  are  Deltaplne,  Stone- 
vllle,  Acala  and  Lankart.  This  Is  the  ninth  successive  year  In  which  these  four  have  been  the  most 
popular  varieties  planted.  A  percentage  distribution  of  the  six  leading  varieties  planted  in  1971, 
with  comparisons  for  the  four  preceding  years,  is  shown  at  the  foot  of  this  page.  All  strains  of 
each  particular  variety  are  combined  for  the  purpose  of  this  comparison. 

Deltaplne  continues  as  the  leading  variety  of  cotton  planted  in  the  United  States  for  the  third  con¬ 
secutive  year.  Twenty-six  percent  of  the  total  1971  acreage  was  planted  to  Deltaplne,  compared  with 
28  percent  a  year  earlier.  Deltaplne  16,  the  most  popular  Deltaplne  strain,  accounts  for  25  percent 
of  all  cotton  planted  this  season.  Deltaplne  Is  the  principal  variety  grown  In  Alabama,  Arizona, 
Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  Tennessee. 

Stonevllle  Is  the  second  leading  variety  planted  this  year.  Estimates  Indicate  that  this  variety 
accounts  for  21  percent  of  the  total  acreage,  the  same  as  a  year  earlier.  Stonevllle  is  the  most 
popular  variety  In  Arkansas  and  Missouri.  The  strain  Stonevllle  213  comprises  18  percent  of  the 
total  acreage  planted  against  16  percent  a  year  ago. 

Acala  maintains  its  position  as  the  third  leading  variety  with  13  percent  of  the  total  1971  acreage 
compared  with  15  percent  last  year.  Acala  continues  to  be  the  major  variety  planted  in  California 
and  New  Mexico.  Acala  SJ-1  Is  the  most  popular  Acala  strain  In  California  while  the  1517  strains 
are  the  top  choice  of  farmers  In  New  Ifexlco. 

Lankart  remains  the  fourth  leading  variety  of  cotton  for  the  fifth  consecutive  year.  The  acreage 
planted  to  Lankart  this  year  Is  estimated  at  ten  percent  of  the  total  compared  with  nine  percent  a 
year  ago.  Lankart  Is  the  principal  variety  grown  In  Oklahoma  and  Texas.  Lankart  57,  the  predomin¬ 
ating  Lankart  strain,  accounts  for  seven  percent  of  this  season's  total  United  States  cotton  acreage. 

Coker  continues  to  hold  Its  place  as  the  fifth  leading  variety.  Estimates  indicate  that  this  vari¬ 
ety  comprises  eight  percent  of  this  season's  total  acreage  against  seven  percent  last  season.  Coker 
remains  the  farmers'  favorite  variety  In  Georgia,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina. 

Paymaster,  the  sixth  leading  variety,  accounts  for  five  percent  of  total  acreage  planted  compared 
with  six  percent  In  each  of  the  two  preceding  seasons.  Paymaster  continues  to  be  the  second  leading 
variety  planted  in  Texas. 

Pima  S-4  remains  the  leading  strain  of  American  Pima  cotton  and  represents  75  percent  of  this  year's 
total  extra  long  staple  acreage.  This  compares  with  80  percent  a  year  earlier  and  58  percent  two 
years  ago.  Pima  S-4  Is  now  the  most  popular  strain  In  each  of  the  three  major  American  Pima  pro¬ 
ducing  states  -  Arizona,  New  Mexico  and  Texas.
